agreed in conversation recently that there 
was a good chance that the biggest art market 
in the 1970’s might shift from our shores 
and prairies to Japan. Since both of these 
dealers anticipated the shift from Pans to 
New York while the going was good, their 
prophecy may be listened to respectfully. And 
apparently, they are not alone. In Tokyo you 
will ¿ot, now and then, a figure familiar 
from Madison Avenue. It is a New York 
dealer’s representative casing the joint. 
.\ccording to the Japan times, an English- 


language newspaper published here, a few 
months ago a team of Japanese “ art experts,” 
for which it is safe to read “entrepreneurs, ’ 
brought over from France a collection of 
500 paintings and sold out in eight days. 
'I’he paintings were hardly Picassos, but the 
point is, they sold. The team is now in France 
again and plans to come back with 800, which 
they will pick up “ in Paris and southern 
France” over a couple of months. That is 
a short lime and a lot of paintings, and 
indicates ilie readiness of the Japanese to 
trust a foreign label on things cultural. 
If the label isn’t foreign, the style should 


l)e and it should not be too modern. Just 
modern enough. There are very few Japanese 
collectors who are ready to buy works by 
voung Japanese artists of the kind whose 
work we see in New York, and there are 
virtually none who is willing to trust his 
own judgment when th^ do jisk the purchase 
of contemporary work. They much prefer a 
high-priced voguish American reputation to 
a promising Japanese, even when the local 
boy has made good in Manhattan. 
The rich Japanese businessman, eager to 


display his new affluence, has learned that 
a painting on the wall is a prestige symbol 
(rivaled only by Johnny Walker Black Label 
and Napoleon Brandy in the liquor chest) 
and he wants to pay a high price for a 
product that looks both familiar and modern. 
What he will buy most readily is indicated 
not by the work in the Minami Gallery and 
the Tokyo Gallery which serve as two-way 
traffic channels for major contemporary New 
York reputations and the youitg Japanese who 
follow them, but by some pretty awfui pain­ 
tings in half a dozen plushy little pictui'e 
shops specializing in tenderized versions of 
Soutine, Rouault, Vlaminck, U M o, Bonnard, 
early Matisse and, biggest of all, Raoul Dufy 
— all these by Japanese paint^s who have 
an awesome talent for imitating a style while 
disemboweling it. There is also a popular 
and productive Japanese Renoir school, heavy 
on his late period, although imitations of 
Monet have for some reason never caught 
on. There is a lot of cheap sui’realism but 
no abstractions, not even cubism.

The 
Bridgestone Galler>% presently under the 
direction of Yasuo Kamon (incidentally the 
man who lured Miro into accepting the com­ 
mission for the Miro chamber in the Gas 
Pavilion at Expo ’70) is a staggering collection 
of absolutely first-rate impressionist and i^t- 
imprssionist and School of Paris paintings 
with a respectable group of antiquities and 
a gallery of turn-of-the-century Japanese 
academic paintings as well. As a kind of 
Japanese Norton Simon, Ishibashi-Stonebrkfee- 
Bridgestone and his Foundation hint at what 
the Japanese market might become. 
Meanwhile, Tokyo’s department stores are 


the barometer of the current state of things. 
On Sunday, the Japan Times lists the week’s 
exhibitions, and last Sunday there were 44 
in galleries and museums and 13 in depart­ 
ment stores. This sounds bigger than it is, 
since at least nine out of ten of the galleries 
are simply in the space rental business. 
Serious Japanese artists have to exhibit there 
but so, also, can any amateur, as in New 
York’s Vanity Galleries. 
The department stores are something else. 


Tliey are in business to sell and, like the 
best galleries in New York, they know that 
part of selling is to offer shows of some 
real interest and quality when interest and 
quality can be combined with salability. 
The prices were high enough, however. 


There was a not very large and extremely 
slithery Kisling flower piece at an incredible 
12-million yen, which boils down to about 
$34,000. At the equivalent of $6,300, there was 


a very small but really charming still life 
by Francois Bonvin that would have been 
a find in a Third Avenue antique shop at 
$500 and not a bad bargain in a minor Madison 
Avenue gallery at $3,000. At $2,400, there was 
a tiny but quite beautiful still life by Rene 
Chetien, whoever he was, that would have 
been a temptation but a folly at a thousand. 
At prices similar to these, there were numbers 
of paintings by obscure Engli^ and Dutch 
artists. 
Ranging from $3,700 to $7,000, there were 


marbles of the kind you can’t give away 
in New York. These are the kind carved 
by Italian, French, and German salon hacks 
at the turn of the century. The $7,000 job 
represented a curly-haired tot pulling a thorn 
from the paw of an appreciative puppy. It 
was in perfect condition.

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Fremont Suit Challenges 
Two New Election Lows 


‘ Fremont 
— The City of 
Fremont Wednesday filed suit in 
Dodge County District Court 
asking the court to declare un­ 
constitutional two laws passed 
by the last Legislature dealing 
with elections. 
The suit claims there is a 
section in each law — LB542 and 
LB1294 — which gives 
the 
secretary of state power to 
decide disputed points in the 
measures until the points are 
cleared up by the courts. 
Allegations by the city are 
that these sections violate the 
State Constitution because they 
unlawfully delegate j u d i c i a*l 
powers to the secretary of state 
and the state attorney general. 
The case arose when incum­ 
bent Fremont City Councilman 
John R. Purkey, 
who was 
elected to a two-year term in 
April, 1969, announced his in­ 
tention to run for Dodge County 
commissioner in the May 1*2 
primary. 
John E. W’alker, assuming 
Turkey’s council seat would be 
vacated, then ran as a write-in 
candidate in last month’s city 
election. He was elected to fill 
the unexpired term of Purkey 


“ when and if a vacancy oc­ 
curs.” 
The city claims it sent a 
registered letter to Secretary of 
State 
Frank 
Marsh 
asking 
Marsh to rule when the vacancy 
would occur and how it would be 
filled. The city said it has never 
received 
an answer 
from 
Marsh. 


Fremont City Atty. Lyle B. 
Gill claims that neither law 
carries a severability clause and 
if the sections in qnestion are 
ruled unconstitutional each law 
in its entirety woidd be void. 
The May 12 primary elections 
throughout the state will be held 
under provisions of the new 
laws.
